San Juan, Porto Kico, Nov. IS— A 


tribute to the honesty of the importers 
and merchants ot Charlotte Amelie, 
St. Thomas, Virgin. Islands, was piicl 
by Thomas G. Gorman, special agent 
of the treasury department, who left 
the Virgin Islands this week 
after 


studying for several months the cus- 
toms service there. Under Danish rule 
tho merchants of St. Thomas 
were 


permitted to bring in their Importa- 
tions and pay the duty thereon often 
after the goods Imd been sold. They 
were^not required to produce invoices 
showing the va,lue of their imports. 


"A strange thing 'about this custom' 


said Mr.. Gorman, "was tho fact that 
1 do not believe the Danish officials 
lost one penny due the government 
from customs duty and I do not be- 
Itevc that since the purchase of 
the 


Islands by the United States the cus- 
tom officials. have lost one cent eith- 
er. The merchants .of St. Thomas are 
honest. 1 do not know of any place in 
the world where there was such lat- 
itude shown the importers as there 
was in St. Thomas, and certain 1 am 
that a similar policy If adapted in the 
United States would be disastrous. But 
It has not been in St. Thomas." 


Mr. Gorman has discontinued this

Meteors From the Moon. 


Taking up nn old theory of meteors, 


Rmllo Belot, French' astronomer, has 
attempted to demon'strrito that liieso 
bodies may have resulted' from vol- 
canic eruptions on tho moon and other 
satellites of the solar system's plnnels.
